TRAIN  RONIERY 

BREAKS  RECORD 

Hold-Up  Near  Chicago  on  Scale 
and  Oaring  Never  Before 
Attf  nipted  —  Worked  Like 
Machine 

BELILVLD  LOOT  REMOVED 
pr  MLANii  OF  AEROPLANE 

More  Than  Seventy  Clerks 
and  Guards  Overcome  by 
Chlorine  Gas  and  Entry  to 
Cars  Forced 
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HICAGO.  June  LV— Search 
for  four  autoloads  of 
bandits  who  last  night 
Held  up  a  crack  mail  train  of  the 
Chicago,  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul 
Railway,  a  few  miles  out  of  Chi- 
cago, forced  mail  cleriu  from 
their  cars  with  gas  bombs,  and 
escaped  with  more  than  forty 
pouches  of  registered  mail,  to- 
night was  extended  throughoqt 
the  country.  Postal  officials  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  the 
bandits  had  tcnlporarily  eluded 
the  cordon  of  posses  spread  about 
the  scene  of  the  robbery  and 
were  j)crhaps  on  their  way  to 
some  distant  city. 

The  iratea  of  the  loot  obtained  still 
was  uikletermlned  tonicht,  estimates 
ranvinc  oH  the  way  from  $100,000 
to  more  than  13,000.000. 

Acting  on  a  tip  that  the  perpetra- 
tors of  the  roblMry  would  bo  found 
In  a  reauurant,  detecUvas  late  today 
raided  the  plaea  an4  arryatad  a  dosen 
men.  Includlac  aevarat  aUagM  baar- 
runners.

A  theory  that  the  loot  may  haw 
been  eaohed  by  tha  baadlto  and  then 
carried  away  In  an  airplane  was  held 
by  some  officials  today  after  an 
airplane  was  seen  to  land  about  two 
miles  from  Rondout.  Ill  ,  the  scene 
of  the  robbery,  and  later  after  a  hur- 
ried inspection  to  hop  off  and  head 
for  Chicago. 

PraoUcally  the  only  trail  found 
sinoa  tha  robbery  la  a  mail  sack 
ripped  open  and  thrown  beside  the 
rpad  near  Crystal  IaiU^  Neither  was

the  robbery  itself  which  ^was  carried 
out  with  machine-lik*  j^rdeisloB  and 
on  a  scale  and  with  a  darla*  never 
before  attempted  by  train  robbers 
anywhero. 

SPTcniy  i  Icrks  and  Uaards 
The  train  carried  more  than  aeventy 
mall  clerks  and  saards.  all  armed,  but 
only  thoae  in  three  cars  were  com. 
pel  lad  to  face  the  cuns  of  the  robbern. 
Thoae  ears  oarrted  the  registered  and 
first-class  mall;  The  robbem  forced 
their  way  into  the  csrs  by  breaklns 
windows  nnd  throwing  bombs  filled 
with  chlorine  gas  The  clerks  and 
guards,  nearly  overcome  by  the  deadly 
fumes,  were  forced  to  open  the  doors 
and  allow  the  robt>ers  to  enter. 

At  least  two  of  the  robbera  con- 
cealed themaelvea  aboard  the  train 
before  It  left  Chiea«o.  The  train  had 
just  sons  through  Rondout  and  was 
traveling  close  io  sixty  miles  an  hour. 
The  men.  carr>-lng  flashllRhts  and 
pIstoN,  cjime  from  their  hiding  pl.ice 
between  the  lender  and  first  coach, 
crawleii  arrows  the  tender  and  Into 
the  engineer  s  cab.  The  mUBle  of  one 
weapon  was  pushed  sgaiast  the  neck 
of  engineer  8.  K.  W\aita,  of  Mil- 
waukef.  The  other  bandit*  eovered 
the  flTfSMUi.  B.  J.  Blddla.'alaa  of  MIU 
wsinked.' 

"A  half  mile  down  the  track  you 
will  see  a  red  light  flashed  on  the 
west  side."  the  man  back  of  the  en- 
gineer .nnld  ■  You  will  stop  the  train. 
If  you  don't  you  are  done."' 

TKe  train  roared  on  with  slackening 
speed,  as  the  bandit  had  ordered  a 
slow  application  of  the  brakes.  Just 
where  the  Bnekia  Road,  a  popular 
auto  route  batweaa  Chleago  and 
Libertyvtlle,  cut  the  track,  a  red  light 
flared  close  to  the  west  rail.

WO  main  charges  of  praft 
and  falsehood,  and  a  host 
of  little  ones,  were  made 
last  night  aga-nst  Premier  Oliver 
and  the  Liberal  Government  by 
Mr.  L.  G.  McPhillips.  K.C.,  of 
\'ancouver,  one  of  the  minor 
leaders  of  the  Provincial  party, 
at  the  I'antagcs  Theatre.  They 
were  : 

1.  That  the  P.O.B.  Railway  was 
taken  over  by  the  Oovemment  bo- 
causa  one  of  the  old  parties  was 
given  1300.000  and  the  other  |S60,000 
by  the  contractore. 

3.  That  Premier  Oliver  had  lied 
deliberately,  eHher  before  the  Royal 
Commission  Investigating  the  P.O.B. 
W  *f  a  subsequent  political  meeting 
In  South  Vancouver,  for  on  the 
former  o-icajiion  he  had  denied  all 
knowledge  of  I>.fJ.E.  "slush  funds," 
and  on  the  latter  he  had  publicly 
declared  that  Mr.  Bowser  waa  guilty, 
regardless  of  tha  deelslon  of  tha 
Royal  Commission. 

Mr.  McPhilllpis  rti.iilc  his  speech  In 
a  quiet,  uneniotionul  manner,  but  he 
packed  It  with  sensation  after  sensa- 
tion. The  meeting  Itself,  which  be- 
gan as  a  dull,  dry  gathering,  ended 
with  a  flash  of  heat  that  siagsd  Aid. 
E.  8.  Woodward  019  hla  war  record 
and  made  it  hot  for  Aid.  A.  K.  Todd 
In  respect  to  the  occasion  when.  It 
was  allescd.  he  asked  .Mr.  W.  J. 
How.scr  for  a  place  in  his  cabinet. 
Im  addition,  the  name  of  Mr.  Harry 
Price,  Conservative  secretary  for 
Ward  One.  waa  thrown  Into  the  fray, 
as  weU  as  that  of  Mr.  M.  A.  Mae- 
doijald.  recently  elevated  to  the 
bench,  whoaa  selection  to  replace  the 
late  Judge  Bt>erts  was  denounced 
from  the  floor  a«  an  insult  tO  the 
people  of  British  Columbia. 

Mr.  McPhillips  argued  that  It  had 
been  unnecessary  to  take  the  P.O.B. 
over.  Before  the  royal  comraissi«n, 
ha  aald,  it  had  been  shown  that  Foley, 
Welbh  ft  Stewart  had  declare  re- 
conlOr,  c6ntlnu^rf"Mr.  ^<cl'hiilips,  ih.u 
one  member  of  the  tirm  had  died  not 
long  ago  worth  140,000,000.  He 
turned  to  the  evidence  of  the  royal 
commission,  reading  to  the  audiende 
his  craas<«xamlnatiOB  of  Prsmler 
Oliver  on  the  sUnd.

.\  British  Judge,  Mr.  Justice  Hor- 
ridge,  points  out  that  certain  scien- 
tific medical  persans  have  lately 
started  a  theory  that  a  man  should 
not  be  held  responsible  for  actions  if 
actuated  hy  an  irresistible  impulse. 
In  his  opinion  it  is  quite  impossible 
to  pat  that .  iato  teorking  practice, 
inasmuch  as  a  jury  coujd  not  deter- 
mine whether  a  man  was  actuated  by 
an  Irresistible  impulse  when  he 
snatched  an  attractive  bag  from  a 
lady  s  hand.  The  pKa  of  "irresisfihle 
impulse  arising  from  mental  dis- 
order" is  seldom  advanced  except  in 
murder  ch.irK''^.  The  obvious  reason 
of  thie  is  that  imprisoiimant  in  a 
crlaihial  Iwatk  aerlaii  ia  a  more 

rri-.Lis  nunishment  than  any  that 
might  be  inflicted  for  a  leaa  grave 
crhna  than  tmirdar.  The  plea  of  "ir- 
resistible impulse"  is  a  new  method 
to  escape  the  full  consequences  of 
capital  crime  and  it  has  given  rise  to 
the  proleaaion  of  alitaista. 


I  he  Medical  Correspondent  of  The 
London  Timea  eays  that  tb*  craving 
for  miracles  by  the  public  is  prob- 
ably the  greateat  hindrance  to  medi- 
cal profftti.  Thle  cravtoff.'*  he 
says,  "feeds  on  electric  shocks, 
mysterious  apparatus,  wires,  rays, 
crackling  sparks,  strange  lights,  and 
the  paraphemilia  of  the  baser  sort 
of  'vaccine  merchants'  Thus  dis- 
gusting crackery  is  palmed  off  as 
science— to  the  coafaeioa  of  the  aei- 
entific  men"  Medical  progress,  after 
all,  as  he  uya,  ia  really  nothing  more 
than  profresa  in  knd«rladgt  df  how 
the  body  heals  itself  and  k6w  that

dutiea  as  the  Inadequate  uaunoK  re- 
ceived In  the  early  days  enabled 
them  to  do.  With  the  great  advances 
In  the  eeononUe  training  ef  the  people 
of  the  world,  with  the  developatent  of 
the  medleal  eeleneee,  there  haa  grown 
up  a  necessity  for  a  corresponding  Im- 
provement in  the  training  and  In  the 
attainment  of  the  nurses  who  are  a 
necessary  factor  In  the  care  of  the 
sick. 

"The  medical  profession  haa  been 
developing  Into  dlflferent  branches  and 
bringing  about  the  establishment  of 
speelaltles,  this  haa  eauaed  a  almllar 
movement  to  take  plaoe  la  the  nurs- 
ing profession,  and  the  «ueatlon  of  the 
education  of  the  nuraee  to  flt  them  for 
theae  positions  must  necsaaarlly  be 
subject  to  revision  and  expansion.  It 
Is  gradually  being  developed  that  the 
nurse,  as  such,  ha."*  been  exploited  be- 
cause of  the  continuance  of  th<'  idea 
that  her  function  was  purely  the  care 
of  the  sick.  Her  education  haa  not 
kept  pace  In  the  development  of  the 
scisnee  of  msdlclne,  and  cons*QU*ntly 
th*r*  has  been  a  aacrince  of  educatlaa 
to  th*  eare  ef  the  alck.  W*  are  eoan-

eare  of  the  alck  and  the  education  of 
nurses  are  two  distinct  functions. 

"The  result  has  been  an  ever-pres- 
ent possibility  of  conflict,  owing  to  the 
fact  of  the  persistence  of  the  appren- 
tice ayatem  in  the  training  of  our 
nurses.  This  is  an  outgrown  type  of 
education  owing  to  the  fact  that  Its 
flrat  liability  In  service  and  produetlon 
and  not  education,  and  It  la  the  foreed 
compliance  with  haapltal  peed*  whleh 
has  been  and  continues  to  b*  th* 
principal  obstacle  to  educatlonoal  ad- 


Somo  ObMtM'los 

"The  present  obstacles  to  proper 
odttcation  are  th*  low  odueatlonal  re- 
aulremente  ta  eatraiMe,  kept  ao  to 
aaeure  a  large  aupply  of  applteaata 
whleh  nacaaaarlly  maaa*  that  th*re  1* 
no  suitable  foundation  for  the  nurse's 
training,  and  thero  are  the  long  hours 
of  duty  which  defeat  at  the  outset  any 
rational  educational  Nchcme.  There 
)^  rn.  ihpory  of  nurslnK  taught,  be- 
caii.M..  t)\c  hospital  cannot  allow 
enniii;h  iitne  for  more. 

"A  very  eztsnslv*  report  was  made 
undpr  th*  direction  of  th*  Rockefel- 
ler Foundation  upon  the  whole  que*- 
tlon  of  nuralng.  aad  thay  particularly 
stressed  th*  points  which  I  have  men- 
tioned and  recommend  the  adoption 
of  two  basic  principles.  The  flrst 
deals  with  finance  and  recommends 
adequate  funds  as  an  absolute  neces- 
sity for  the  education  of  nurses.  I 
have  not  the  time  to  go  Into  the 
reeommendatlon  In  full,  but  this 
treald  eaaure  provlaloa  Car  better 
teaehera  and  aupervlaera.  proper 
elaaaraama  aad  labaratorlaa.  The  aee- 
end  recommendation  la  a  apeclal  board 
of  committee  independent  of  hoepltals 
for  the  aole  purpose  of  directing  the 
education  of  the  nurses. 

"If  we  have  these  two  requirements, 
moat  of  the  needed  Improvements 
could  be  brought  Into  effect.  The  ed- 
ucational requirements  for  entrance 
would  be  Insisted  upon  and  tha  three 
years'  training  reduced  to  twa.  This 
committee  balleraa  that  aeveral  things 
can  be  aecompMahed  at  onre.  better 
training  offered,  a  larger  Nuppiy  of 

students  gradualfd  mor*-  freijuontly 
to  meet  the  public  need,  and  a  kind  of 
course  offered  likely  to  prove  BIQI s  at- 
tractive to  young  women. 


"The  aaoaaalt|r  for  a  larger  educa- 
tion in  the  basic  principles  and  the- 
ories of  nursing  la  made  neceesary  by 
the  developments  that  are  taking 
place  In  medicine.  A  very  sharp  line 
Is  being  drawn  in  the  public  mlhd  as 
between  curaUve  aai  pravaaUv*  aaadl- 
elBe.  The  reault  la  that  Individual 
medlelne  la  gradually  givlag  way  to 
aaelal  medicine  which  is  governed  by 
the  following  principles:  First,  an- 
ticipate the  disease  second,  ferret  out 
patients  who  are  still  unconscious  of 
the  danger  which  threatens  them; 
third,  bring  thsm  In  touch  with  phy- 
sicians and  praenre  far  them  tha  beat 
treatment. 

-ThU  t«ndeney  ta  largely  dieplayed 
In  the  formation  of  numerous  volun- 
tary orgaalaatleaa  among  the  people, 
aad  as  a  eonsequenee  public  health 
work  Is  asauming  proportions  that 
win  load  to  the  necesalty  of  nurses 
being  trained  in  preventive  medicine, 
and  the  demand  for  nurses  equipped 
for  this  work,  for  nurses  who  art
